Resolved, That the Secretary of Commerce and Labor

panies engaged in commerce between the States and Ter- 
ritories or with foreign countries? And if so engaged, to 
what extent the iron and steel industries in the United States, 
including the output and prices of its products, are controlled 
by said corporation and its associated and constituent com- 
panies.
